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The Democratic mass convention 
;it the Court House Saturday was 
the largest ever held in the county. 
It was larger than the convention 
of 18%, when 1000 men partici- 
pated. 

The convention was called to or- 
der in front of the Court House at 2 
o'clock by Isaac Garrott, chairman 
of the county committee, who stood 
upon ao elevation between two of 
the stone columns in front. Dr. J. 
D. Clardy was nominated for chair- 
man by C. H. Bush, on behalf of 
Stonef add his nomination was sec- 
onded by Geo. V. Green, a Goebel 
leader. ' W. C. Bell was nominated 
by the same side for secretary. 

loo. W. * Pay ne, a Hardin man, 
nraiinated Mr. K. B. Cooper and 
the nomination was seconded by H. 
H. Abernathy. a Stone man. Mr. 
Geo. K. Gary was nominated for 
secretary on the Cooper ticket. 

The plan of the Hardin men was 
to divide the Stone men on second 
choice, but a vast majority of them 
stood by the agreement with the 
Goebel men, which divided the 
county between Stone and Goebel. 

Chairman Garrott had cleared 
the courtroom and placed tellers on 
the steps on each side to count the 
voters as they entered the room, in 
the event the election of a chairman 
could not be determined by a divis- 
ion vote outside. 

The vote was taken on the court 
square, the Clardy men massing 
themselves on the north side and 
the Cooper men on the south. It 
was evident to all that there was 
no doubt of the result. Impartial 
judges who viewed the two crowds 
from windows and from the upper 
portico of the court house confirm 
the judgment of the chairman that 
there was no necessity for a further 
count. The crowd on one side ap- 
parently numbered about 200 or 
300 and on the other from two to 
three time9 as many. SDme care- 
ful estimates placed it at 900 to 
1000. The Chairman declared the 
election of Dr. Clardy and Mr. Bell 
and announced that the business of 
the convention would be concluded 
inside the court house. 

As soon as the convention was 
called to order in the court room a 
motion was made and adopted au- 
thorizing the chairmen to appoint 
16 delegates including himself and 
If. alternates to cast the vote of the 
county.

The returns from the county con- 1 
mtions held in Kentucky Satur- 
day to nominate a candidate for 
Governor and all other ^tate officers 
how so many contested delegations 
that no certain estimate can be 
made as to the result in the Gover- 
nor's race. Not counting any of 
the contested delegations in Grant. 
Henry, Jefferson, Logan, Montgom- 
ery and Rowan, nor any of the dele- 
gates from counties sending unin- 
structed delegations, like Bourbon, 
Boyd, Boyle, Madison, Graves, and 
Nicholas, the positive strength of 
t..e three candidates for Governor 
is as follows: Goebel, 293: Stone, 
254: Hardin, 273: total, 82<>. Total 
number of delegates in the conven- 
tion, 1092. Necessary to a choice, 
547. From these figures it seems 
that it will take nearly all the con- 
tested and uninstructed delegations 
to nominate any one of the three. 
It is an open race yet, and the best 
manager in the convention will win. 

There are 316 contested votes and 
counting the regular delegation in 
every case, the strength of the can- 
didates will be about as follows: 
Hardin 368, Stone 308, Goebel 288. 
This leaves 15 unreported and 104 
uninstructed.

^HE HOWARD-BAKER FEUD. 
Interesting Statement of its Origin 



.-rtia

A correspondent at Manchester 
ias sent out this statement of the 
.causes, of the feud, which is brought 
y present notice by the trials of the 
Bakers, under guard of the 
militia. 

■A^ The feud in Clay county had its 
-^^ttjrigin more than half a century ago, 
and through the existence of which 
the county boundaries hold no spot 
but where some member of a thrifty 
populace has been shot from am- 
bush and left to die unattended, 
and in most instances, in ignorance 
of the identity of his unseen slayer. 

The chief industry in Clay county 
in the earlier decades of the present 
century was the manufacture of 
salt. In fact, until a few years be- 
fore the civil war— before the build- 
ing of railroads west and south- 
' the salt used in the Virginias, the 
Carolinas, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and much of that which went to the 
market in Ohio, came from Clay 
county. 

Salt was manufactured almost ex- 
clusively by twofamilies, the Whites 
and theGarrards. Through this 
industry they amassed great wealth 
.With few exceptionsthe entire popu 
lace depended upon one or the other 
of these families for a livelihood. In 
this manner theheads of the respec- 
tive families became the leaders of 
a populace politically divided, and 
which they ruled much after the 
fashion by which the Highland 
Chieftain controlled his Scottish 
subordinates two centuries ago. 

Aside from an occasional diffi- 
culty on election days there was no 
! ^Woodshed among these people until 
(Jfhc early 40s. In 1843 Dr. Thomas 
1 *Baker, then a young man, and the 
. intimate associate of Theophilus T. 
Garrard, who is known in the his- 
tory of the Mexican war as Gen. 
Garrard, and who, now in his 
eighty-seventh year, still lives and 
{conducts his salt works in Clay 
county, married the daughter of 
John White. She was very beauti- 
E ful and had been given a splendid 
ication by her rich father. About 
I same time John Bates, a weal- 
JTy young man, who was identified 
with the Whites in the manufacture 
^of salt, married the elder sister of 
Mrs. l»r. Baker. 

The two young couples became 
more intimate than is usual in that 
mountainous country. In 1845 Dr. 
Baker became insanely jealous of 
his wife and Bates. Finally in a 
fit of rage he deserted her and went 
to Knox ville and began suit for di 
vorce, but suddenly 
and returned to Mancheste

i tragedy greatly excited tl 
populace. Everywhere men we 
hunting for the fugitive Baker. Tl 
chase grew so warm that Baker 
relatives and friends finally pe 
suaded him to give himself up. He 
was taken back to Manchester and 
put under the protection of Gen 
Garrard and the followers of his 
father. Soon he had an examining 
trial, and on being acquitted wen 
with his brother to Knoxville. A 
the next term of Circuit Court th< 
grand jury indicted Baker for the 
murder of Bates. Believing that 
he would again be acquitted, he 
returned to Manchester for trial. 
The Whites prosecuted him so vig. 
orously that the jury returned a 
verdict of guilty and he was taken 
a few days later to the scaffold and 
hanged. This was in 1846. 

A bitter enmity thus bred now 
existed between the Garrards and 
the Whites and their respective 
followers, and on through the 53 
years which have passed since 
that fatal day, a bloody «var, with 
occasional armistices has raged in 
Clay county. 

In the fall of 1897 it broke out 
afresh, the precipitation being the 
county election in November, when 
Anse Baker and George Hall, 
member of the Whites faction, had 
a pistol duel, in which Hall wa 
badly wounded. Shortly afte 
this episode Hall's house wa: 
burned. At the following term of 
the Circuit Court Anse Baker « 
indicted for maliciously shooti 
Hall, and Jno. Baker, his brother 
was indicted for burning Hall's 
house. These cases came up for 
trial at the February (1898) term 
of Court in Clay county and w 
continued until the June term. 

James Howard, the County As- 
sessor, and Bal Howard, hisfather, 
ho were Hall's friends, took a 
lively interest in the prosecution of 
the Bakers. In April, 1898, Bal 
State Howard, his son, Wilton, and 
Burch Storr, a laborer, were shot 
rom ambush. The latter two were 
cilled. For this Tom Baker, his 
fourteen-year-old son, Jim and Dee 
Baker, Tom's brother, were in- 
dicted and 'given bail. Jas. How- 
ard, on hearing of the killing of his 
father, proceeded to the Cave Creek 
neighborhood. He met County At- 
torney George Baker, father of Tom 
d Dee Baker, in the road and 
shot him without a word. For

Frankfort, Ky.. June 15.-The 
court of appeals, in an opinion by 
Judge DuRelle, with a full bench 
sitting, to-day reversed the judg- 
ment of the Franklin circuit and 
state fiscal courts in the case of the 
Aetna and eighty-six other Insur- 
ance companies, indicted for con- 
spiring to fix insurance rates 
through the Kentucky and Tennes 
see board of insurance underwrit 
ers. The indictments were filed at 
the instance of Commonwealth's At- 
torney Robert B. Franklin. The 
aggregated $20,000, or &50 each. 
Judge Gtitfy dissented, while the 
other members of the court concur 
opinion. 

The opinion is a very exhaustive 
document, and deals Mteosivelj 
with the old English decisions, 
many leadingdecisions beingquoteel 
in full. The indictments were had 
under the common law— the common 
law of Kentucky is as it existed 
England previous to 1607. 

The court maintains that 
English decisions upholding the 
view <>t the lower court have ever 
been rendered. The opinion main- 
tains that the Kentucky anti-trust 
does not include the indict- 
ments in this case. The opinion 
further holds that the servic 
the insurance commissioner foi 
dictments for the misdemeanor is 
good under the Kentucky law. 

The court, in stating the case, 
says: "This appeal is from a 

dictment charging appellants with 
the offense of unlawfully conspiring 
by persuasion, intimidation and 
force to counteract, avoid, stifle 
and kill the effect of free competi- 
tion among fire insurance compa- 
nies and agents engaged in an off- 
ering to do a fire insurance busi- 
ness in the city of Frankfort, coun- 
ty of Franklin, and State of Ken- 
tucky. 

The opinion concludes: 
••We conclude therefore that the 
word property as used in the stat- 
ute (sec. 3915) does not enclude the 
right to enter into a contract of in- 
surance nor to fix the terms upon 
which such a contract will be made. 

It is evident that at the time 
the English common law and the 
English statutes of a general na- 
ture became a part of our system 
the acts charged as an offense in 
this case were not indictable. Nor 
do we think that any such principle 
ias ever been adopted by the states 
i this union as would justify us in 
folding in the absence of all pre- 
edents to that effect in this state 
that the acts charged are criminal,

I IN PEACE. 

Richard P. Bland Expires at Mis 
Missouri Home. 



Lebanon, Mo., June 15.— Con- 
gressman .Richard Parks Bland, 
known throughout the country as 
"the father of free silver coinage" 
died at his farm home, near this 
city at 4 o'clock this morning. His 
end was peaceful. The body will 
lie in state to-day and to-morrow, 
and the funeral will be held Satur 
day. 

W. J. Bryan several days age 
signified his intention to visit Mr. 
Bland on Saturday, if he should 
live so long, and if not, he promised 
to attend the funeral. Mr. Bland 
served several terms in Congress, 
and was almost the first man in 
public life to advocate the replace- 
ment of silver on a parity with gold 
after the act of demonetization of 
1873. 

On this account it was generally 
believed that be would be nomi- 
nated by the free coinage element 
at Chicago three years ago, and 
even Chairman Tones, of the Nation- 
al o.mmittee confidently predicted 

hours before the decisive ballot was 
taken. Afterward he was ballot- 
ted for the v.ice-presidency, but 
t was without his knowledge and 
onsent, and circumstances attend- 
ng the use of his name in this con- 
nection gave rise to rumors that he 
was deal! unfairly with by some of 
the members of hisparty in his on n 
State. After his defeat at Chicago 
Mr. BVand was renominated and 
elected to Congress, for which he- 
had been defeated in 1894.

Reports were received this month 
from 157 correspondents, represent- 
ing 109 counties. 

Wheat. 

The Weekly Bulletins of the Cli- 
mate and Crop Service of the 
Weather Bureau show a general 
deterioration of the wheat crop 
the principal winter wheat growing 
States. 

In Ohio there has been general 
tailing off in condition due to rust 
and the Hessian fly. The Indiana 
crop has also suffered from the 
same cause. In Illinois there has 
been some improvement in early 
sown wheat, while the late now 
show s up very poor. Michigan re- 
ports widespread damage by the 
"fly," and the crop has fallen off in 
condition generally. In Missouri 
damage by rust and Hessian fly, 
combined with the presence of an 
unusual amount of cheat, make the 
crop as a whole "a poor prospect." 
In Kansas many counties report 
an improvement in condition, but a 
greater number report a loss. 
Chinch bugs have made their ap- 
pearance there, and serious dam- 
age is threatened. 
In Kentucky the w heat crop has 
iffered a loss in condition during 
the month. The condition averages 
3, while on May 1st it was 80. By 
sections the follow ing averages are 
hown: Western, 62; central, 76; 
outheastern, 81. It should be noted 
that by far the highest average 
condition is shown in the south- 
eastern section where compara- 
tively little wheat is grown. There 
is a general complaint of "fly" in 
early wheat. Rust is a ->> fre- 
quently reported, but SO far is con- 
fined to the blades. Medium ear- 
ly wheat now promises the best 
yield. Late wheat is overrun with 
weeds. "Heads short, low and 
ground," is the expression 
most frequently used by correspon- 
dent in describing the condition of 
the crop.

the western section the crop in 
many counties is getting foul, cul- 
tivation being retarded by exces- 
ive rainfall. 

Oats. 

The oat crop is small in acreage, 
and appears t<> be receiving little 
attention. There has been an im- 
provement in condition during the 
month from 75 on May 1st to 82 on 
June 1st. 

Hemp. 

In the hemp district the crop is 
reported in good condition. Recent 
advance in price has had a market 
effect on acreage. The acreage 
compared with 1898 is 101. Scott 
county reports an increase of 30 
per cent., but the Bourbon county 
the acreage is reported 75 per 
cent, of the acreage of 1898. 
Tobacco. 

Tobacco plants are plentiful and 
setting has been rushed. In some 
counties there was a lack of season 
until the closing days of the month. 
In Western Kentucky rain was pre- 
vented preparation of the ground. 
Per cent, of crop set prior to June 
1st: In western section 48. cen- 
tral 53, and southeastern 35. 
Grasshoppers and cut worms have 
played havoc with early set tobac- 
co in a number of counties. Indi- 
cations point to an average acre- 
age in the principal tobacco grow 
ing districts. 

Pastures and Headows. 

Pastures are unusually lu 
ant, especially in the central 
trict, where the condition compared 
with average years is 103. C& 
meadows promise a fine yield of ex- 
cellent quality but timothy mead- 
ows are overrun w rth "white blos- 
som." 

The wool clip is estimated at 91 
per cent, of the clip of 1898. The 
price for "clear, unwashed" wool 
averages 20c, which is a drop of 1< 
from prices of last year. 

Fruit. 

There has been a decided decline 
fruit prospects during May, 
Apples have fallen off until the con- 
dition compared with the average 
years is but 67, whereas it was 91 
May 1st. Pears have declinec 
from 69 to 47, and grapes from 81 
to 67.
